'I'he liiidcial state of 
adairs in liritisli Columbi. was not en j 
couraging, and the worlwas goiiii; on ' 
vcryalowlv, ain.1, coiisecteiitly, with a 
great waste of money; ud it was im 
portant that this wor should bo tin- 
isbed, and it is uiore 'Uiport'int now 
than e\cr, in view o' the early eun- 
striictioii of tlie (jimu'an racitie 1; lil 
way, and the fact lal the graving 
dock most likelv wi lie liroiight into 
aeiivo use. All tliia.s, of course, suli- 
jticf, to the approvi of Parliament. 

1 1 lias been arrangii that we should 
\tiike the Esquiuialtti raving Dock oli' 

the bands of the liritisli Columbia 
fioverniiient, and hey had expended 
.-^•J5( 1,000 on tin; vjrl^, which we pro- 
pose to repay the.i and complete I lie 
dock. The mony subsidy therefore 
for those two ob^cts will be §1,000 
000, .^TfiO.OOO ii aid nf building the 
railwav, and L'.TO.flQU as jiurcliase 
money for the paving dock The sub 
sidy ifor the uostruction nf the rail- 
way was to he fvm to an incorporated 



company, the coiiiimiiy to be composed 
of men of gooil creilit, standing ami 
means, wdio should givt? security to liie 
Dominion ( ioveriiment, ami we pro 
pose that we shouKI subipit that 
security and obtain an acknowledge- 
ment from the I'liitish (.'ol unibia ( !ov- 
eriiment, thai tin- security is am)de, — 
111 other words, that the security should 
he s:it isfaetorv to hotli (ioveriiiiients. 
Ill onler further to enable the coji 
structioii of that road, the BriliRh. Col- 
umbia (iovernmont agree to transfer 
the land.s which had been reserved or- 
iginally for the construction of the 
road, to the Dominion (lovernment. 
Those lands (leing liidd for the [lurpose 
of aiding adtlitionally the construction 
of the Island liailway, ami the Dom- 
inion (Jovernment in regaril to the Is- 
land Hallway, as they had with res 
peet to the Canadian Pacilic Uailway, 
that is, as the work procecdetl land and 
moiiev wjiihi he, given in the propor- 
tion a.> was given to the C'aiiadiuil 
Pacific Railway Company in the con- 
struction of that work. TJien, as re- 
eards the land question, the Houtse will 
remember that the British Columbia 
members agreed to the terms of I'nion, 
to reserve twentv miles of land on 
each side of the ('ae.adian I'aeijic Kail- 
wav from I'liiti.-h (lolumhia on the 
mainhind in order to aid in (he con- 
struction of the railway. Now, it is 
provided in the terms of Union, that 
all e.xisting rights,, such as sijualter'.s 
rights, should be protected, so that the 
Ibdt'sh Colinnbia Govorumeiit could 
Liiilv give the Dominion tJovernineiil 
twenty miles on each side of the Bail 
I way which was in their power lo give, ' 
and the of Union (irovided that , 
I any delicieicy for that reason in the 
lands Iviiig 01: each side of the Kail 
w.iv, slioull he made up by lands con- 
lignoiis 1(1 his railway belt. The rail- 
way runs ii the vicinity of the h'raser 
Itiver: thoe is not a wide xTiUey there, 
( anb Iwenr miles on each side of the 
j railwav wuild include a large portion 1 
' of mouiitiiii of no value for agricultur- 
! al or olliei purposes, and of the valley 
i itself, i liige portion has been already 
apjiropria'd for other purposes, by 
I other paries, under »uch various titles > 
, or otherwiP, as not to render it avaihi- 
lile for aland grant for building a 
railway. In order to make up the de- 
i lieiencv, and render it an induce- 
inent ff the Dominion (.ioveriimeiit 
j to (Miter this arrangement, and take 
' tlie graMig dock ofl' the hands of the 
I British 'olumbia government, it was 
I agreed 'O aupplenient the land grant 
[ along le railway, by conveying to 
; the Dminiiiii (roverninent 3, •500,000 
aiaes n the Peace lliver country, 
' and .uiliguous to our own North- ' 
W'rstthat land to be located liy the 
L)oniiion t iovcrninent in a ri'ctaiigu- 
lar lock. There in reason to believe 1 
ihat-he land is of good quality, and ' 
I tit i every way for iigricultural [lur- ' 
i pos>, hut as the land lies on the east- 
erI^lope of the Rocky Mountains, far 
awv from the main ri'sources of lUit- 
isM oUinibia, it is of more value to us ' 
' tl'.n to them. 'I'his is a valuable grant 

utile ('anadian (Itovernment, tind is ' 
I rillv no sacrifice on the p.art of Mrit- 
I ill Columbia, 011 account of the rcinoli- 1 
■ •ss of the land from the Centres of | 
radt ami population. This seeiiieil to | 
I he tloveriiinemt to be a satisfactory | 
arrangement in every respect; the 
(lovernment thought so then, and it 
thinks so now. The negotiations 
w ould have gone on without a 1 heck, 
and the government would have taken 
the responsibility of a l.o i; Parliament, 
this set sioii, to pass ae i I ■ ■ ■] 1 liriu ing 
the arrangement. Jn order to carry 
niit this ariaiigenieiit, the British (Jo 
liimbia Government, in good faith, 
submitted, late in their se.-^sion, a pro- 
P'Osal; it was late of necessity, because 
they were waiting for the return of 
.Mr. Trntcli, aft(>r havi;i„' eoncludi-ii 
tiiis arrangement, and it could not he 
proceeded with untii he had rcturneil 
after coraplisting the svholo matter. I 
sav that the British Columbia (rovern- 
luent introduced an .\ct which we re- 
ceived by tidegram a very short liiiii; 
a"0. 'hi looking over that Act, how- 
ever, we found that bv error — a verv 
natural one — 1 suppose the Biitisli 
Columbia Government, or the draughts- 
man of tl»e Bill, did not reflect, that in 
its terms it materially altered the ar 
rar.gement, because it provided, in fact, 
that the Dominion Government should 
build the road, and in order to enable 
tlie Dominion (lovernment to do so, it 
passed an .'\ct of iiicorjioratioii, to be 
liroiiglil into efl'ect in a nianiu.-r satis- 
factory to the Canadian Government; 
and the Act itself says, that in order 
to enable the Canadian Government 
to build the road, it incorporates this 
companv. Now, it was no ]iorlion of 
the agreement that the Canadian (!()\- 
ernmeiit should build it. W'e agreed, 
in fact, to see that the incorporated 
company that should build it should 
be a satisfactory company and give 
ample security. We pledged oursekes 
not to give a charter to any body of 
c^apitalists or persons wdio could not 
give anqile security, while we agreetl 
lo see that there was am()le security 
given, and while we had money in out 
hands and the land in our hands only 
to be given to thecom|)any as the work 
progressed, and therefore there was no 
reasonable! probability of the road not 
being linished. Vet we have in no 
wav pledged the faith of the ('ana 
dian (.lovermuent to tho building nf 
that roa.l. Now, although in Bubstance 



I here appeared to bo no great difler- 
ence in this matter, the Canadian Gov- 
ernment could not but refl(!ct that tho 
obligation to build the Island Rail- 
, way had been flolemnly-. -repudiated by 
the Canadian Parliament, 'and we had 
to inform the British Columbia author- 
ities that we had no hopes— even if 
willing — of successfully carrying such 
an obligation through the (aiiiailian 
I'arliatuent — tlmt we should, under all 
the cireumstaiices, piedgu' ouriscijii^es to 
I build it as a (joverrimenl wiirk, 
This is the way in which thai mat- 
' ter now stand.s. I'here was another 
clause of the hill w hich was also con- 
trary to the iigreemcnt which has been 
imtered into, and which I fancy was 
' inserted in the British Columbia 
Bill under the idea that we would not 
obie(;t to it, and that was that 
all the lantis which had been 
appropriateu in iiid of the building of 
the Island Kiilway, except mineral 
lands, should for tho next four years 
be ^old at tlip price of $1 an acre. 
Now as that grant of laiids was to by 
in aid of the construction of the road 
and 'was to be i^dven to the contractors 
as they Imilt the road, we felt that we 
had no right to diminish the value of 
the aid by ninkiiig limited ]irices. 
That was not part of the agreement. 
J believe that i?l an acre is considered 
the. noroial price of lan^ now in Brit- 
ish Columbia, and, therefore, it was 
snjiposefl that n-o. would not object to 
it, iind that the coiilrtictors to build 
the railway would not object to it; 
but it remaitUMi to be seen whether 
the contractors would object to it oi' 
not; and we hail to inform the British 
Columbia Uovttrnnient that without 
the consent of the company who were 
to got this aid, we could not agree to 
tlx a maxiiiiuiii price. There is, of 
course, matter of I't.'gret tliiit this difl'- 
erence between the act which was 
passed in British Colund)ia and the a- 
greemont recently nmde between the 
two governments has prevente<l us ( 
coming here now to ask tho Canadian 
Purliament to sii[)|)lement this agree 
ment nad coiillriu if, but I do not be- 
lieve that there will be any deadlock 
in the matter. Hiill, it is the cause of 
some little delay, The British Col- 
umbia Legislature consists of tweiity- 
live members. The;,- have recently 
prorogued, and it will be some person 
al inconvenience to the representatives 
in the Legislature to re-assemble; but 
1 have no doubt that they will ro-as- 
seiiinle within a reasonable time for 
the purpose of amending their Act, 
so as lo make it in conformity with 
tlie ..^i-reiiieiii whicli wRS recently en- 
tered into heiween the Governnients. 
That once done, we will take the res 
poiisiljilii V of making all kinds of 
|)rovisioiial arriingoinents for the incor- 
porations of the company and for tak 
ing security, so that when our Legis 
lature meets ne.xt winter, the Govern 
will be able to submit a measure con- 
tirmiiig the agreement so made. 
There will practically Ije little, if 
aiiv, delay, because even if we had 
passed an Act this session con- 
tinuing the legislation in British Co- 
lumbia we would have been obliged 
then to look for a com[)any; a body of 
men willing to accept the charter and 
undertake tin; construction of the road. 
That company would have to has'o 
been organized; itH capital snbitoribcd; 
its tirst instalment, or the first call, 
paid up under our general railway sys 
lem, and then tlmt company would 
have been obliged, after being fully 
organized, to organize their staff be- 
fori' tliev could commence the construc- 
tion of tin railway, before they could 
turn a sod; so that it would ah.sorb 
nearly all this HUmmer before that 
could be done. Little time will be 
lost, because we will, in the meantime, 
proceed as if to a certain extent a mea- 
sure had heeu passed here I have no 
doubt that we will be able to get a 
company of capitalists wlio will under- 
take the work, subject, of course, to 
the approval of the Parliament here. 
'I'iiey will be salisliod with tho assur- 
ance that the (,'aiiadian Government 
will do w hat they can lo carry that 
measure next session in this Parlia- 
iiioiit, bo tliai I think, practically, there 
will be little or no delay. And then 
another <iuestioii which is considered 
of great importance in British Colum- 
bia, is the oiKaiing uji of all the lands 
fur settle-men'., on the mainland on each 
siili! of the railway now rajiidly in 
course of construction. Immigration, 
I am liapjiy to say, is now llowing from 
the soutli into British Columbia; immi- 
gration has gone in there thia,year, I 
believe, to a larger extent than has 
been the case for a good many years; 
and these lands are sought for eagerly 
by intending .settlers and by the nav- 
vies and p.ersons em[iloyed in thu con- 
struction of the road, from Yale up to 
Kamloops, on the Onderdouk con- 
tract. There need be no deadlock 
or delay in that matter. The inteu- 
I lion of the Canadian Government is lo 
instruct .Mr. Trutcli to confer with the 
British Columbia (Jovernment, to or- 
ganize at once a land oflico for the 
purpose of putting the lands on each 
I -side of the railway into the market im 
mediately, and lo open them for set- 
tlement on liberal terw& It is part of 
' the agreement which is to bo carried 
out that the terms should be liberal. 
1 jiresunip — 1 speak approximately — 
that the liiiids will be put into the 
market at tlie nominal price there — 
j say, $\ an acre, or thereabnnts ;fchere 



can be no settlement as to the e.\act 
figure, as a great portion of these 
lands have been .squatted upon; the 
Canadian Government has also agreed 
.that . the. i;quatter settlers on these 
lands shall have a prior right to them 
at tin- ordinary (jrice of uiiiiuj)roved 
land. There will lie no objection to 
the settlement on each side of the rail- 
way in consiMiuenci- of the postpone- 
ment of the carrying out of the works 
on the Island. Those are the cin-uai- 
stunccs, anil I thought it right to men- 
tion, to the House for the iiiform-ition 
of the public, the facts exaetlv as they 
are. 1 could not do it earlier, becau.se 
telegraphic messages have la-en going 
on — untii yesterday 1 may say --he- 
tweon the two ( loveriiments, and be 
tween our agent, .Mr. Truieh, and iiiv- 
aelf These are the facts, and I desire 
them to go the public, so that 
the public may la- fully 
advi-,ed as to ihe res|ioiisibilities the 
Canadian t 1 1 1\ er n men t have iiiulertak- 
011 under this arrangement, and that 
tho country may liavr an opportunity 
of considering them between now and 
next Session.

'J'BE CLIMATE OF BRITISH ('(> 
LL.yiUA. 

In these days when tolof^riiphic news 
t,ravela so swiftly and converges upon ns 
from so mtiny pdints, it tfnd.s to iinpre.ss 
upon us the .salienl uhaiMctorislic.s, luiih 
moriil and physical, of various coiintrieH 
with a force and distinctness which were 
before unattainable; and no sooner do 
our minds travel to any part uf the i^hibe 
than a distinct class of :iss(iciatiims ai-e 
immediately connected witli it. In sonic, 
political troubles are dniuinant;in others, 
social disorder or climatic disturbances 
are the must distinctive features; wliile 
again there are others tliut seem happily 
placed, as it wore, at the hub of the mii 
verse, and to oxporienco an eternal calm 
both morally and phyaicully, so that one 
can iniayini' an ayent of the associated 
press ref^ardini,' them with silent con- 
tempt as places nut within hia scope of 
business. It would be tlierefore, easy to 
make a c.hart and class the various cihii\ 
tries of the world under the duscriptiw 
heads of their various drawbacks and in 
conveniences; and this would be a very 
convenient document for the intendinf^ 
emigrant. It is this rapid comnmnica- 
tion botweon the did'crcnl portions of tlie 
world thot has tended, no doubt, to brinjj 
the subject of climate out in such stron;,' 
relief, nnd impress its importance cm the 
mind of people i.'(Mierally. 'I'he ^jiiide 
liook may indulLje in its tlowery descrip- 
tioiiB of liomes for the million, of bound 
less prairies and fabulous harvests, for 
which the tei;min;4 e irtli has scarcely to 
be scratched with a tootlipick; or it may 
descant 01} thee.xtreme healthinessof cold 
and bracing climates, i)aint <,'l<nviu!,' pie 
tores of the blazing; lo^s iuid roariiiL' 
stoves of the set tiers' rude and comfort 
able interior, anil ili.' ;^'rcal pleasure lu- 
Hxperiences in llie coiiini.st witli thv' cli 
matic rcfrij»erator outsidi'. It .says little, 
however, of the short days and h'Wj, wni- 
tors and the ueueral Iro/.ell up-uess of tlle 
delightful reuion it depicts, for abcmt halt 
the year; nor of tlie di'e|> snowfalls whicli 
place the country in a state of arctic siet;e 
and compel a man to have a striut; tied 
from his house to his barn, so that he 
may have smne chance of fiiidiiif,' the liit 
tor before the ne.st spring' thaw. Hut 
the tologra|iliic dispatches shade ott these 
delightful [iictiires considerably. 'I'hey 
tell of destuictive cycloiu's .swei'pint; over 
vast areas of country ; ol erop.s destroyed, 
and homesteads and stock hurled into the 
air; or of bitter snowstorms and drifts, of 
buried trains and starving passengers; or 
of floods which convert fertile and popu- 
lous regions into one vast lake of nnii and 
disaster. A bounliful harvest is, no 
doubt, a great thi:--; ljut if a man has to 
struggle with invasions of grasshoppers 
'|iud chincii bugs, ami does not know what 
year he will get them, he is nearly as well 
ofl without it. Then in many places there 
are liosls of minor (lests so local that they 
are never heard of, not to mention mala- 
ria and the ague which afllict many other- 
wise desirable localities, witli even the 
linest climates. When Hritisli Coluin 
bians boast of their climate, therefoie, ii 
is not without reason; and their advan 
tages in tiris respect are so groat no apol- 
ogy is needed for leiterating them, lioth 
for our own benulit or ili.at of others. No 
climate is absolutely perfect: but that of 
a country which is quaintly said to bo "a 
land of health for man, beast and tree," 
must approach very nearly to it In a 
considerable pcu-tion of the province the 
climate resonibles that of i'higland, e.\ 
cept in froodoiii fnuii its disagreeable east 
winds and fnun its tendency to rain in 
the summer months, as most of our wet 
weather is concentrated in the fall. In 
fact there are many climates in different 
portions of the province, Init even in the 
leas temperate localities the lirgi> lakes 
never freeze over or the rivers close en 
tirely. In N'ancouver island the thermo 
meter seldom rises over 80 degrees, lu- 
falls as low as 20 during the year. This 
is our climate in Victoria, although being 
so near the sen the temperature within 
that range is at times \ ariable. .Ml at ■ 
test, however, that our summers in Vic 
toria are lovely and that our walks and 
drives are ime<!uallcd for rustic beauty; 
that the air is filled with the odor ut 
sweetbriar; and that our suburban resi- 
dences are many of thein almost buried 
beneath their growth of ivy, honeysuckle 
and other clinihers, so that the ])iisserby 
is often pu/.zlod t(j know where I In.' house 
enils ami the garden begins.

For the naturalist and the tourist it would 
be difficult to imagine a more agreeable 
Hurainer resort than Victoria, with its 
many natural facilities for outdo. ,r >'njoy 
ment, such as sailing, ndinu, ilnving, 
shooting or fishing, as its easy communi- 
cation with the surrounding country by 
steamer or otherwise, renders it an excel- 
lent base of operations for the apijrtsm m 
Uur visitors are yearly increasing, and 
when the tirescune sea voyage from tlie 
( Joldeii ( iate can be obviated, as it soon 
will be, they will doubtless be far more 
numerous, and many of tlicm will comi' 
to stay. Already those wlio visit us be 
gin to talk of "our walks and drives' as 
if they were natives of the place; and it 
is highly probable that within a few years 
we shall have many persons of means set 
tling amongst u.s, besides busts of Iran 
sient visitors who will 8[)cnd no btile 
money during their stay.

Timothy Kelly, who was hanged at Kil- 
maiiiham jail yesterday morning for the 
Phcenix Park murders, before he was led 
out to the execution formally protested 
against the memorial day for his reprieve, 
which had been presented to P^'arl (iran- 
villo. He iiLsisted on having it under- 
stood that ho adhered to the statement 
11-,'ule at the inteiview with his mother 
ami sister, that he neither admitted nor 
denied coniphoity in the murder of Cav- 
eiulish and Iturke; he was perfectly will- 
ing to die for the Irish cause. Ho felt, if 
he died, he said, that he was maintaining 
his (losition, because of the o.-tth he had 
taken to devote his life to the cause of 
his country. It is understood in the city 
tn-night that the t,)tieen had paid niiicli 
attention to the case of young Kelly, and 
that when on his third trial he was con 
victed and sentenced to death, her .Ma- 
jesty hod such strong doubts as to his 
guilt or the absolute justice of his lust 
trial, that she volunteered to the goveiii- 
nient a suggestion of his reprieve, men- 
tioning his youth as an additional plea in 
his favor. .Sir W illiam llarcourt, homo 
secretary, to whom her wishes were con- 
veyed, expressed himself in approval of 
them, but felt bound to submit the 
Queen's suggestion to Lord Hartingtiui, 
brother of the murdered Cavendish. Lord 
llartiiigton refused to entertain the idea 
fur a moment, and firmly insisted on tlu' 
execution of every person lawfully con- 
victed of participating in the murder of 
Ids brother.

Marquis Tsing, Chinese ambassailoi, 
lias been instructed to refrain from all ne 
goliations with France until the result of 
the conference to day at Pekin, between 
Li Hung Chang, Chinese commander, and 
.M. Tricon, French erivoy to China, be 
imule known and further inslructicjus be 
transmitted to Londim. Chinese agents 
in England are very busy in the Clyde 
and .Mersey commissioning blockade run 
net's. Each communication that has thus 
far been made contains provisions to the 
ofl'ect that if war shall occur betweiui 
France and China, no commission for 
blockade runners shall bo construed as 
binding China to purchase; war material 
in England, nor as prohibiting (.'liiiia 
from negotiating for all war material in 
(Jermany exclusively. This is considereil 
very signiScaut, and indicates at least 
'hat there is a perfect understanding be 
t ween I'erlin and I'ekin; and a fact which 
shows that England is possibly a third 
party to this nnderstandirig, is the atti 
tude dis[)layod by the French govern- 
ment, who are liurriedly coin[)let- 
ing their naval reinforcemsnta, and in- 
tend to put at once into Chinese waters 
the most powerful armament ever seen in 
the Chinese seas. These additions to the 
French fleet cannot, however, reach 
Hongkong until the loth of .July at the 
nearest. Supreme command of this fleet 
has been vested in Admiral Courbedge.

The Princess Beatrice will represent the 
(Jueen at the state concert at Hucking 
ham palace .Juno 27. Notwithstanding 
tlie t,)ueen'8 delicate and nervous condi 
tion she drove, within an hour after her 
arrival ai Belmoral, with the Princess 
Beatrice, to the Carthie kirkyard for the 
purpose of inspecting .lohn I'rown's 
grave. She has since paid a special visit 
to the house built for Prown at Halna- 
cliisle, which she ordered to be perma- 
nently closed.

The 
party returned here to-day rfijoicmg, and 
giving the following repoii : The chiefs 
called at Rideau Hall in the evening, 
where they were warmly received by the 
iVIarqu is aud Princess Louise. Their ex- 
cellencies expres.sed their fullest sym- 
pathy with the Indians, the I'rincess be- 
ing I'specially iinlignant at the thought 
that l.uids ceded to the Indians by her 
forefather, KingCeorge 111., should bo 
usurped by whites. 1 1 is e.vcullency 
promised to see that the s((uatters wore 
removed, and assured them that if the 
Indians passed a resolution against the 
goveriinieiit agent, about whose manage- 
ment they coiiiiilained, he would use 
his iiitliieiice to get his place hlled by a 
more .suitable mail. The Mun|uia was 
particularly earnest m iiuiuiring as to 
whether the Indians wished to become 
subjects, but the chiefs stated that they 
did not consider themselves educated 
enough yet t(] exercise the right of fran- 
chise, but exjjressed the hope that their 
children would be.
